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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains that the combination of 
Tibor, Ellingson, and Westbrook, reads on applicant's claim language. As for applicant's arguments regarding "persistently scanning 
one or more network ... for inidicia" further the network includes the internet, examiner considers the claim language as not having 
boundaries in regards to persistently scanning the Internet. Examiner requested an explanation and Applicant indicated that the indicia 
includes boundary information. Examiner found several instances of indicia in applicant's specification and does not find a specific 
definition that includes boundary information in regards to applicant claim language of persistently scanning the Internet. Therefore 
examiners maintains that Tibor's verification element includes the constant scanning for improper entries as implied in applicant's claim 
language. 
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
